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PURPOSE: To improve defects such as inferior infiltrating 
property 

extinguishing objects, inferior permeating property into 
carbonized objects, 

easy re-ignition and increase an extinguishing efficiency, by 
adopting a fire 

extinguishing agent containing a specified weight percent of 
surfactant. 

CONSTITUTION: Surfactant is added in a fire extinguishing 
liquid such as 

water or other known fire extinguishing liquids as a main 
constituent in the 

ratio of 0.1-lwt.%. If it is less than 0.1wt.%, the infiltrating and 
permeating properties to wood and paper become inferior but in 
the range over 

lwt.%, those infiltrating and permeating properties do not 
extremely increase. 

Far from that, the toxicity or other defects of the fire extinguishing 
reagent 

itself against creatures increase and further, the production cost 
also 

increases and results in being impractical. This fire extinguishing 
agent is 

not used for foamed reagents like a foami ng fire extinguishing 
agent but used ^p^^^* ' 

for fire extinguishing objects by throwing over them as the liquid. 
The water 

repelling property of the surface is lost to have affinity with water 
and 

hence, the cooling ability of the fire extinguishing agent is 
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effectively 

displayed. And since the agent permeates and c ools into th e inside 
of even - 

porous objects, they can be extinguished with relatively small 
quantity of 

agent and prevent from reigniting. 
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
